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This is in response to the renewed petition under 37 CFR § 1.181, filed August 6, 2009, 
requesting reconsideration of the decision on petition mailed July 24, 2009. 



BACKGROUND 

The relevant file history of the instant application was discussed in the decision on petition 
mailed July 24, 2009. 



DISCUSSION 

The petition and the file history have been carefully considered. Applicants' detailed 
explanation clarified that each sequence claimed under proviso (a) and proviso (b) did not fall 
under the definitions set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(a). 

DECISION 

The petition is subsequently GRANTED . 

The requirement in the final rejection that "[T]he 1-5 amino acids corresponding to SEQ ID NO: 
595,600, 605 and 606 need SEQ ID NOs" is withdrawn. Accordingly, the final rejection is 
hereby VACATED and the examiner will be instructed to re-issue the final rejection without a 
requirement to provide separate sequence identifiers for amino acids 1-5 of SEQ ID NO: 595, 
600, 605, or 606. That Office action will have a three-month shortened statutory period to 
respond.
